1t
is opposad to liberalism as to Anglicanism.
Monsignor Maret and “‘Junus” are on a level
with Dr. Pusey and Henry Ward Beecher.
The reader may not be aware of the mod us
operandi of the famous Congregation of the
Index. ‘T'here is a prohibition against hereti-
cal books and books considerod of a danger-
ous tendency to either morals or doctrine,
The eatalogne of books prohibited to indis-
eriminate reading is culled *“Indax Prohibi-
tory.” In the cass of other books which are
considered partially erroneous, or in need of
revision. the “‘Index Expurgatory” is pro
vided. Thissets forth what passages are to be
expunged or altered so that they shall beoome
innocuons, 1t is presided over by a cardinal
with a stufl’ of secretaries. 1t iz used gane-
rally as a menns of fighting liberalism, When
@ book cannot be answered, and is becoming
popular, it is \:laued on the Index. “‘Sup-
pose it is," 1 hear n Protestant say, ‘‘what
then?" 'I'o read it becomes a mortal sin,
which unabsolved will ineur damnation.
This was the action of the Propaganda in the
ense of Mr. Ffoulkes, Bishop Maret, and
“Janns.” It is not necessary that a book
shonld be intrinsieally bad, if its author is a
heretie or suspected. All books written by
Protestants, from the orthodox version of the
Holy Bible to the smallest tract of the Metho-
dists, are prohibited.

From the article entitled “Among the Silk-
worms and Velvel Looms™ we quote the fol-
lowing:

Count Dandolo estimates that the silk-
worms from an ounce of seed (10,000) require
vight hundred and eighteen kilograms, or
about eighteen hundred pounds, of leaves for
their consmmption. Other bacologists place
it ns high as nine hundred aud seventy-five
kilograms. Of this amount they will con.
sume less than the 1-227th part in the first
peviod, and abont 7% in the fifth or last pe-
riod, Forty thousand silk-worms, with skilful
culture, should produce ninety kilograms, or
abont two hundred pounds of cocoons,
The average price of cocoons of &gll
(ualities thruu!i;lumt. Italy for 1865, as taken
trom the offieial statistics, was seven francs
and twenty-eight centimes a kilogram, or
gixty-six cents per pound. From this it will
appear that the silk-worms arising from an
ounce of seced, costing from twenty-five to
thirty francd an ounce, und consnwming some-
thing less than two thousand pounds of mul-
berry leaves, will produce about two hundrad
pounds of cocoons, worth in Italy, on an ave-
rage, 8ix hundred and seventy-five francs, or
one hundred and thirty-five dollars in gold,
and, judging from the relative cost of silks,
worth two or three times that amount in the

United States.

The production of silk in Italy. thongh still
one of the principal branches of Italiun in-
dustry, bas of late years, owing to the dis-
ense of the silk work, considerably dimin-
ished. It is estimated that Lombardy alone
has fellen off during the last eight years to
the swonnt of fonr hundred millions of francs,
In Piedmont, which may, perhaps, be taken
s a fair samplo of the rest of Italy, the pro-
duction of coceons, which in 1561 smonnted
to 9,954,010 kilograws, had gradaully fallen
off until 1865, when it prodoced only
1,157,470 kilograwms, In 1568, howevar,
the production rose to 3,006,220 kilo.
gramgs, And yet the quantity of silk pro-
duced in Italy is not only greater than all the
rest of Europe together, but is more prized
us to quality, on nccount of its beauty, color,
brillinney, and softness,

Kolb, in his “*Handbuch der Vergleichen.
den Stutistik,” estimates the whole European
production for 182 at four hundred and #f-
teen mwillions, while that of Italy alone was
two hundred and eighty-five millions,

Mnssnohusetts, TPennsylvania, and
New York produced 5,000,000 worth of sew-
ing.silk, some silk stofls, ladies’ trimmings,
and other goods, DPhiladelphin and New York
manufacture ahont &2 500,000 of the articles
annually. The business, in all its hranches,
has gredtly incroased sinoe 1860,

Mr. Prevost, one of our most smioesssfal silk
growers, expresses the opinion that Uslifornia,
owing to the mildness and dryness of ita oli-
mato, is better adapted to the culture of the
silk-worm than any other country in the world,
T'his opinion iy strengthened by the fact that
the ecoccons of Californin were among the
finest exhibited at the French I".xl;milinn.
Utal Territory, he thinks, is also admirably
adapted to silk enlture, and mentions the fact
that Brighnm Young, with his usual sagacity,
has already planted ont one hundred and sixty
acres in mulberry trees,

From these obsereations, and from the fact
that recent exporiments seom to indicate that
the osage ornuge may be substituted suocess-
fully for the mulbarry, it is sinecrely to be
hoped that, while sericulture, owing to the
disease among tho silk-worms, is declining in
Europe, it muy so enlist the servicos of our
seientific as well as praclical men as to ba.
